Tho Hailoong left Hongkong on the morning 
of tho 6th inst., and arrived obveast of Lincoln: 
Ysland on the Sth inst. Owing to the strong 


_ NE. monsoon and hoary swell the ship was 


here brought to an anchor; and so remained 
till thé 10th inst. .On the’ 11th inst. Capt, 
Mutton brought his ship as close as was prudent 
to the shoal, ands boat, containing Capt. J- 
EH. Watson (the salvage captain}, Mr. J. G. 
Watson (tho salvage mate), and Mr, Buchanan 
{the salvage chief enginoor) pul. off into 
the surf. When about half a mile from 
the- Bordri Gordon a huge roller capsized 
thy little craft. Luckily those in her were

The Imperial Heidquartors. in Tokyo have 
published ‘a report of tho progress .of the 
Japaneso army attacking and “hesiegitig Port 
Arthur up to tho Slst of July. Tho résumé of 
this ready as follows :— ; F 
«May s6th. Occupied Nanshan. 

May 27th Occupied Nankuonling. ‘The 
enemy who were in the vicinity of the railway 
station of Sanshilipa retreated towards ‘the 
railway station and Port Arthur, 

May 28th. Occupied Liushutun. The enemy 
destroyed the fort at this place as well as the 
Russian buildings anid a portion of the pier, 
The booty captured in this place was four guns, 
46 freight vana for railway, ete. . 

May 2th. The ‘army reached a lite of 
ominences abont 24 miles. wost of Sanshilipu. 

May 30, The army’ occupied a line extending 
from Antzushan (3} miles east of Jungcheng- 
mu) to Taitzuehan (five miles. north-east of 
Hsisepingtas). At Dalny there were ono 
hundred warehouses sud barracks in complete 


condition, ‘he telegraph offica and railway | 


station wore found undamaged, About 430 
freight vans for the railway, fifty boats 
attached to piors, about 2,000 tona of coal, 
and 20,000 ‘sleepers were the booty. The: 
dock and pier were found undamaged, but 
the largest pier was found destroyed or 
‘portion sunk in the sea and several’ steam 
launches wore found sunk at the entranee of the 
dock. : 

Junglet. Tho enemy still occupy with strong 
detachments Shuantaikow (32 miles south of 
Jungchengtzu) and the viciuity.of Fengshuiling.

Jane 18th, -In the afternoon three warships 
and eight torpedo-boat-destroyers of the enemy 
appeared near Heiaopingtao and fired one 
shot towards our right wing, but soon had: an 
engdgement with onr warships und torpedo 
destroyers foi about half an hour and retreated 
inty the harbour of Port Arthur. The defence 
works, near Shuantuikou have been grestly 
increased and a svarchlight station has be n 
established to watch neighbouring sea and our 
positions, . te.

June 26th. The army repulsod the enemy 
and. occupied Waltaoshan (6} miles west of 
Dalny), (hienshan (extending from the west of 
Daluy to 7 miles south of Jungenengtai with 
the height of 368 metres), Shuantinshan (24 
miles north of Halaopingtac) and Haiaoping 
tao, The occupation of these’ places las made 
tho cover of defence of T'alienwan secure and 
atthe same time tumed the position of ‘tho 
enomy with curs ‘and enubled us to know tha 
positions of the enemy and the conditions 
beyond the positions of the enciny.
